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REPORT. 


^Jf^HE  Report  on  tlie  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
VI/  Borough  for  the  past  year,  is  one  which,  while  complete 
in  detail,  also  gives  satisfactory  proof  of  a  considerable  amount 
of  good  and  useful  Sanitary  work  having  been  done,  and  of  the 
desire  of  the  Health  Committee  to  promote  by  every  available 
means  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  large 
town.  The  Report  is  necessarily  divisible  into  two  portions. 
The  one,  that  relating  to  statistics  of  Births,  Deaths, and  Sickness, 
and  comprising  Tabular  statements  of  the  Sickness  and  Deaths 
within  the  district,  classified  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and 
localities,  separate  statistical  Tables  of  Deaths  from  the  principal 
forms  of  Zymotic  Disease,  the  Infant  Mortality  of  the  Borough, 
the  principal  causes  of  Death  in  the  various  occupations  of  life, 
&c.  ;  and  the  other  having  reference  to  the  various  measures 
adopted  and  carried  out  with  a  view  of  improving  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  town,  together  with  tables  showing  the  work 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Officials, — the  supervision  exercised  by 
them,  and  the  results  of  proceedings  taken  by  them  under  the 
Public  Health  and  other  Acts  of  Parliament. 

A  supplementary  Meteorological  Report  for  the  last  three 
quarters  of  the  year,  is  also  added. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  the  Medical  Officer  desires  to 
express  his  acknowledgment  of  the  uniform  courtesy  and 
kindness  he  has  received  from  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman, 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  ready  support 
they  have  accorded  to  him  in  carrying  out  the  various  important 
duties  connected  with  his  office.  He  also  desires  to  acknowledge 
with  thanks  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Medical  Profession, 
S.  S.  Hodgson,  Esq.,  Clerk  to  the  Guardians,  the  Relieving 
Officers,  School  Board  Officers,  and  others,  in  supplying  him  with 
information  of  the  outbreak  of  Infectious  disease  in  the  Borough, 
and  of  other  matters  affecting  the  public  health. 
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BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1874,  the  total  number  of  Births  registered 
within  the  Borough  was  4,260,  and  of  Deaths  2,435,  showing  an 
increase  of  Births  over  Deaths  of  1,825  ;  of  which  number  937 
were  Males  and  888  were  Females. 

BIRTHS. 

Of  the  Births,  2,241  were  Males,  and  2,019  were  Females, 
making  the  Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  equal  to  41*3  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  Births  of  254  Still-born  children — 
of  which  144  were  Males  and  110  Females — were  registered 
at  the  several  Burial  Boards,  making  the  total  number  of 
children  horn  during  the  year,  4,510,  of  which  56  in 
every  thousand  were  horn  dead.  Of  the  Still-horn  children, 
57  were  horn  in  Sunderland  Parish,  132  in  Bishopwearmouth, 
and  65  in  Monkwearmouth.  In  my  report  of  last  year, 
I  stated  that  statistical  information  respecting  Still-horn 
children  was  not  generally  published  in  reports,  hut  that  it 
appeared  to  me  only  right  that  some  notice  should  he  taken  of 
such  births,  particularly  as  legislative  enactments  were  in 
contemplation  in  reference  to  this  question;  since  then,  and 
during  the  last  session  of  Parliament,  a  Bill  was  introduced  by 
the  Government  and  passed,  “  To  amend  the  Law  relating  to  the 
Registration  of  Births  and  Deaths  in  England,”  and  in  which 
there  is  a  clause  providing  that  a  certificate  from  a  Medical  man 
or  other  qualified  person  of  the  birth  of  a  Still-born  child  must 
be  produced  before  the  burial  of  such  child  can  take  place ;  and 
by  the  39th  Section  of  the  same  Act,  “  Any  person  who 
wilfully  makes,  gives,  or  uses  any  false  statement  or  represent¬ 
ation  as  to  a  child  born  alive  having  been  still-born,  or  falsely 
pretends  that  any  child  born  alive  was  still-born,  shall  for  such 
offence  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  ten  pounds,  and  on  conviction  or  indictment  to  fine  or 
to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  two  years,  or  to  penal  servitude  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  seven  years. 
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The  number  of  Births  in  each  Registration  District  in  the 
several  quarters  of  the  past  year,  will  he  seen  in  the  following 
table  : — 
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TABLE  OF  BIRTHS. 
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DEATHS. 

The  total  numloer  of  Deaths  registered  within  the  Borough 
during  the  year  was  2,435,  of  which  1,304  were  Males  and  1,131 
were  Females,  making  the  Death-rate  of  the  Borough  during  the 
year  23*6  per  1,000.  Of  the  2,435  Deaths,  1,194  were  those  of 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  455  were  those  of  persons  60 
years  of  age  and  upwards — 4  of  which  number  were  between  90 
and  100  years  of  age. 

The  Deaths  were  94  in  excess  of  those  of  the  previous  year, 
which  is  due  to  the  fact,  that  the  Deaths  from  Scarlatina  alone 
last  year  were  111  in  excess  of  those  from  the  same  cause  in  1873. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  each  week  during  the 
year,  ranged  from  28  in  the  week  ending  February  14th  to  73  in 
the  week  ending  the  28th  of  November. 

Of  the  four  Registration  Districts  into  which  the  Borough  is 
divided,  the  Mortality  was  greatest  in  those  of  Sunderland  and 
North  Bishop wearmouth.  In  the  former,  the  population  is  very 
dense,  being  at  the  rate  of  109  persons  to  an  acre,  in  addition  to 
which  the  majority  of  the  people  themselves  are  very  poor,  ill- 
fed,  and  ill-clad,  as  a  consequence  of  which  we  find  the  diseases 
arising  from  such  conditions,  such  as  Atrophy,  Marasmus, 
Diseases  of  the  Lungs,  &c.,  were  very  fatal  during  the  year. 

In  North  Bishopwearmoutli,  the  Workhouse  is  situated,  into 
which  paupers  are  admitted  from  all  parts  of  the  Union.  The 
Workhouse  Fever  Hospital  is  also  in  this  district,  and  all  persons 
suffering  from  Infectious  disease,  who  are  not  able  to  pay  for 
admission  into  the  Infirmary  or  Corporation  Hospital,  are 
removed  there.  During  the  past  year,  132  Deaths  took  place  in 
the  Workhouse  Hospitals,  which  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
Death-rate  of  the  District  from  2L7  to  26*5  per  1,000. 

In  tire  Sunderland  and  Bishopwearmouth  Infirmary,  34  Deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  which  increased  the  Death  rate  of  South 
Bishopwearmouth  District  from  22*4  to  23*6  per  1,000. 

The  District  of  Monkwearnrouth  was  very  healthy  during  the 
year,  tire  Death-rate  being  only  18*5  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
this  low  rate  of  Mortality  being  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
1  listrict  was  exceptionally  free  from  Zymotic  diseases — 
the  Death-rate  from  such  diseases  being  only  2*7  per  1,000 
as  compared  with  4*1  per  1,000  in  South  Bishopwearmouth, 
5*6  in  North  Bishopwearmouth,  and  5*7  in  Sunderland.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

From  the  Mortality  table,  it  will  be  observed  that  of  the  2,435 
Deaths,  460  were  referred  to  the  principal  forms  of  Zymotic 
disease ;  the  Deaths  from  such  disease  being  equal  to  a  rate  of 
4'4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  forming  18 '9  per  cent,  cf 
the  total  Mortality  of  the  Borough. 

The  Deaths  from  this  class  of  disease,  show  an  increase 
of  126  compared  with  the  year  1873.  This  increase  being 
mainly  due  to  the  heavy  Mortality  from  Scarlatina ;  as,  on 
reference  to  the  table,  it  will  be  found  that  whilst  in  1873, 
29  Deaths  only  arose  from  that  disease,  those  from  the  same 
cause  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  140. 

The  Deaths  from  Typhoid,  or  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  and 
Diarrhoea,  were  slightly  in  excess  of  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
whilst  those  arising  from  Typhus  Fever  and  Whooping  Cough 
were  in  the  former  3,  and  in  the  latter  31,  less  than  in  1873. 

Observations  respecting  the  Epidemic  of  Scarlatina,  &c.,  will 
be  found  in  that  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  the  Infant 
Mortality  of  the  Borough. 

In  every  case  of  Death  from  Typhus,  and  Enteric  Fever,  personal 
enquiry  was  made,  so  as  if  possible  to  ascertain  the  predisposing 
or  exciting  causes  of  the  disease.  These  may  be  classified  as

In  all  cases  of  Zymotic  disease  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  Medical  Officer,  the  premises  occupied  by  the  patients  were 
visited,  and  notices  served  to  disinfect  and  cleanse  the  same — 
proper  instructions  being  given  as  to  the  best  method  of 
disinfection.  In  thirty -eight  instances,  the  rooms  were 
disinfected  by  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty-nine  houses  and  rooms  were  visited 
during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  on  account  of  Infectious  diseases  prevailing  therein. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Fever,  Scarlatina,  and  Measles  were 
removed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the  Infirmary,  Workhouse 
Fever  Hospital,  and  Corporation  Hospital  during  the  year. 

A  Fever  Cab  has  been  provided  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
whc  have  arranged  with  the  Health  Committee  for  it  to  be  kept 
in  the  Coach  House  adjoining  the  Corporation  Hospital,  so  that 
it  can  be  obtained  at  any  time  by  any  one  requiring  it,  on 
application  to  Mr.  McKay,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
resides  at  the  Hospital  Lodge.

INFANT  MORTALITY, 


Of  the  2,435  Deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Boroush  during 
the  year,  1,194  were  those  of  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
of  which  number  717  were  under  a  year  old,  showing  a  Death-rate 
equal  to  11 -5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  forming  close 
upon  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  was  highest  in  Sunderland  and  North 
Bishop wearmouth  Districts— two  localities  in  which  density  of 
population,  and  necessarily  overcrowding  and  its  consequences, 
exist  to  a  considerable  extent. 

It  will  be  observed,  on  reference  to  the  Mortality  table,  that 
a  large  number  of  Deaths  are  attributable  to  causes,  which,  to  a 
very  great  extent,  are  preventable ;  —such,  for  instance,  as 
Diarrhoea,  Scarlatina,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  &c. 

In  connection  with  the  Mortality  from  Diarrhoea,  it  may  be 
stated  as  a  very  remarkable  and  startling  fact,  that  from  enquiries 
instituted  by  the  Medical  Officer,  he  found,  that  of  the  102 
Deaths  from  this  disease  in  children  under  a  year  old,  no  less 
than  71,  or  a  little  over  two-thirds  of  such  children,  were  fed  by 
tire  bottle — a  very  clear  indication  of  the  fatal  effects  of  this 
pernicious  system  of  feeding,  and  the  strongest  possible  evidence 
that  the  modern  practice  of  mothers  not  nursing  their  children, 
is  most  injurious,  and  in  a  large  proportion  of  cases  fatal  to  their 
offspring,  the  natural  inference  to  be  drawn  from  such  a  state 
of  things  being,  either  that  less  regard  is  now  paid  than  heretofore 
to  the  sacredness  of  infant  life,  or,  that  more  mothers  are  either 
constitutionally  unable  to  nurse  their  children  than  in  former 
years,  or  are  unwilling  even  for  a  few  months  to  forego 
their  wonted  ease,  and  the  pleasures  of  society,  in  order  to 
devote  that  amount  of  tender  care  and  attention  to  their 
little  ones,  which  is  so  essential  in  the  early  months  of 
childhood. 

Scarlatina  has  been  very  fatal  to  children  under  5  years  of  age, 
98  having  succumbed  to  that  disease  during  the  year.  It  was 
not  from  want  of  sufficient  warning  that  this  disease  was  allowed 
to  spread  so  rapidly,  as  wTeek  after  week  from  the  first  appearance 
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of  the  disease  in  the  town,  the  Medical  Officer  in  his  weekly 
reports  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  published  in  the  local  papers, 
pointed  out  to  parents  and  guardians,  the  best  means  to  he 
adopted  to  arrest  the  spread  of  this  terrible  malady,  and  yet 
what  do  we  find  ?  why,  that  32  children  contracted  the  disease, 
either  by  their  parents  visiting  or  they  themselves  being  allowed 
to  visit  infected  houses,  and  associating  with  children  who  had 
had  the  disease,  and  further  that  in  no  less  than  49  instances 
parents  stated  that  their  children  took  ill  while  attending  various 
public  and  private  schools  in  the  town,  and  there  it  is  supposed 
coming  in  contact  with  children  wdio  had  had  the  disease,  making 
in  all  82  cases,  which  may  not  unreasonably  be  put  down  as 
having  been  with  even  ordinary  care  and  forethought,  preventable. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  Measles  of  which  54  were 
deaths,  were  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Officials  during  the  year. 
In  nine  instances  the  disease  was  introduced  into  families  through 
parents  visiting  infected  houses,  and  in  25  instances  it  was  stated 
that  the  disease  wras  contracted  at  school. 

The  spread  of  infectious  diseases  by  means  of  schools  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at,  seeing  that  it  was  found  over  and  over  again,  that 
children  who  had  brothers  and  sisters  ill  at  home,  were  in  regular 
attendance  at  school.  The  schoolmasters  and  mistresses  cannot 
be  blamed  for  this,  as  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  they  should 
be  cognisant  of  the  fact  of  diseases  of  this  nature  having 
attacked  the  families  of  their  scholars,  unless  informed  thereof 
by  the  parents,  so  that  it  would  appear  that  notwithstanding 
the  warnings  given  from  time  to  time,  and  the  preventative 
means  and  aids  recommended  to  be  adopted  to  arrest  the  spread 
of  Scarlatina,  Measles,  &c.,  the  most  culpable  carelessness  is  still 
manifested  by  parents  and  guardians  who  neglect  the  advice 
given  to  them. — “  That,  when  Scarlatina,  Measles,  or  other 
infectious  disease  attacks  any  member  of  their  family,  they  should 
take  care  not  to  allow  any  of  their  children  to  associate  with  those 
of  their  neighbours,  or  to  attend  any  Church,  Chapel,  or  School, 
until  the  Medical  Man  in  attendance  gives  them  permission  to 
do  so.”  The  Sanitary  Officials  may  do  all  that  lies  in  their 
power,  but  until  they  have  the  hearty  and  intelligent  co-operation 
of  parents  and  guardians,  no  effectual  check  to  the  spread  of  these 
diseases  can  reasonably  be  expected.

Institution,  within  the  District. 


The  following  Tables  include  returns  made  of  the  cases  treated 
in  connection  with,  the  Sunderland  and  Bishopwearmouth 
Infirmary  and  Dispensary,  the  Workhouse  Hospitals,  Corporation 
Hospital,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Monkwearmouth  Dispensary, 
and  the  four  Poor  Law  Districts  of  Sunderland,  East  and  West 
Bishopwearmouth,  and  Monkwearmouth. 

From  these  returns,  which  have  been  made  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  of  the  above-named  Medical  Institutions  and 
Poor  Law  Districts,  and  may  therefore  be  looked  upon  as 
authentic,  it  would  appear  that  during  the  year  1874,  7,221 
persons,  or  7  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population  of  the  Borough, 
received  gratuitous  Medical  and  Surgical  aid.  Of  this  number, 
5,074  persons,  or  nearly  5  per  cent,  of  the  population,  were 
recipients  at  the  hands  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  the  town,  and 
2,147  persons  were  under  the  care  of  the  Poor  Law  Medical 
Officers. 

Of  the  5,074  persons  who  were  patients  at  the  several 
Medical  Institutions,  120  died — 34  of  which  Deaths  took  place 
in  the  Infirmary,  and  of  the  2,147  pauper  cases,  246  died,  132 
of  which  Deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse.  In  considering 
these  facts,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  social  conditions  of 
persons  treated  as  paupers,  and  the  nature  of  the  diseases  from 
which  they  suffer,  are  widely  different  from  those  of  that  class 
who  become  patients  at  the  Medical  Institutions,  these  differences 
being  more  than  sufficient  to  account  for  the  Mortality  in  the  one 
being  greater  in  proportion  to  that  in  the  other.

SANITARY  REPORT. 


It  is  unnecessary  to  make  any  introductory  remarks  respecting 
the  various  means  adopted  during  the  year  with  a  view  of 
preventing  disease  and  improving  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
town  generally.  It  will  he  seen  on  a  perusal  of  the  following 
pages,  what  has  been  done  by  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
Sanitary  Officials  to  further  the  objects  named,  and,  as  was  stated 
at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  it  will  be  found  that  much  good 
and  useful  work  has  been  accomplished. 

The  subjects  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department 
during  the  year  were  as  follows  : — 

The  Inspection  of  Private  Schools. 

The  Registration  of  Tenemented  Houses  under  the 
Sanitary  Act  of  1866. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Public  Bakehouses.

Each  of  these  subjects  will  be  treated  of  seriatim,  and  such 
observations  and  suggestions  made,  as  their  importance  in 
relation  to  the  public  health  may  seem  desirable. 
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INSPECTION  OF  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  an  Inspection  of  Private 
Schools  was  made,  when  it  was  found  that  of  100  Schools  so 
inspected,  67  only  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition  as  regards 
their  size,  position,  and  general  Sanitary  arrangements.  Of  the 
remainder,*  the  principal  defects  were  inefficient  ventilation, 
overcrowding,  and  want  of  proper  out-door  accommodation. 

In  Sunderland  Parish,  4  out  of  5  Schools  were  defective  ;  in 
Bishop wearmouth,  22  out  of  76;  and  in  Monkwearmoutli, 
7  out  of  19. 

A  ready  willingness  was  shown  by  the  proprietors  of  these 
Schools,  to  carry  out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  recommendations 
made  to  them  ;  and  when  it  is  considered  that  upwards  of  5,000 
children  attend  these  private  adventure  schools,  it  will  be  readily 
acknowledged  that  it  is  not  only  just  and  right,  but  essentially 
necessary,  that  such  children  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be 
placed  in  an  equally  advantageous  position  with  those  attending 
the  Denominational  and  Board  Schools,  which  are  roomy,  well 
ventilated,  and  complete  in  all  their  Sanitary  arrangements. 

The  legislation  of  recent  years  has  placed  the  children  of  the 
poor  in  a  much  better  position  in  this  respect  than  those  of  the 
middle  classes.  At  present,  in  our  own  town,  while  undoubtedly 
there  are  several  schools  so  built  and  arranged  as  to  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  health,  the  fact  still  remains,  that  a  considerable 
number  of  children  are  educated  week  after  week  in  underground 
rooms,  back  rooms,  &c.,  in  which  there  is  deficiency  of  light  and 
no  proper  means  of  thorough  ventilation — two  essentials 
absolutely  necessary  for  keeping  such  rooms  in  that  good 
Sanitary  condition  so  needful  for  the  health  of  the  children.  In 
my  opinion,  no  person  should  be  allowed  to  open  a  school  of  any 
kind  until  it  has  been  certified  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  and 
Medical  Officer  as  being  in  every  respect  adapted  for  the  purposes 
of  education  \  and  if  legislative  enactments  were  passed  giving 
Local  Authorities  power  to  exercise  the  same  supervision  over 
Private  Schools  as  is  now  exercised  over  Denominational  and 
Board  Schools,  the  result  would  prove  beneficial  in  every  way 
to  the  health  and  well-being  of  a  large  number  of  the  rising 
generation. 
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REGISTRATION  OFTENEMENTED  HOUSES. 

During  the  year,  36  Tenemented  Houses  have  been  registered 
under  the  36th  section  of  the  Sanitary  Act  of  1866,  and  so  far 
the  results  obtained  by  such  registration  have  been  very  beneficial. 
It  must  be  understood  that  tenemented  houses  when  registered 
are  thoroughly  under  the  control  of  the  Officer  of  Health  and  his 
Inspectors,  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  Common  Lodging  Houses, 
these  houses  are  liable  to  be  inspected  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or 
night  by  the  Officer  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  Only  one  case 
of  infectious  disease,  viz.,  Scarlatina,  occurred  in  these  houses 
during  the  year,  and  that  in  a  street  which  was  formerly  looked 
upon  as  one  of  the  hot-beds  of  fever.  The  advantages  gained  by 
the  registration  of  tenemented  houses — which  the  Health 
Committee  purpose  carrying  out  fully,  are  as  follows  : — - 

1st. — The  prevention  of  overcrowding,  one  of  the  most  fruitful 
sources  of  Typhus  and  other  infectious  diseases,  as  no  larger 
number  of  persons  are  allowed  to  occupy  a  house  that  such  house 
is  capable  of  accommodating,  calculating  300  cubic  feet  of  air  for 
each  adult  person. 

2nd. — The  enforcing  therein  such  means  and  appliances  as 
may  be  desirable  to  keep  such  houses  in  a  good  Sanitary 
condition,  especially  in  reference  to  ventilation  and  cleanliness. 

3rd. — That  in  case  of  Lever  or  other  infectious  disease 
occurring  in  such  registered  house,  immediate  notice  must  be 
given  to  the  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  are 
thereby  enabled  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  required  to  prevent 
as  far  as  possible  the  spread  of  the  disease. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  28  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough, 

registered  to  accommodate  802  lodgers.  These  houses  were 

regularly  inspected  day  and  night  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors — 

all  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  relating  to  such 

houses  being  strictly  enforced.  Ho  Deaths  took  place  in  any  of 

these  houses  during  the  year,  but  10  cases  of  illness  were 
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reported  principally  among  tramps,  wlio  had  come  in  from 
neighbouring  towns.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Workhouse  Fever  Hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  for 
infringement  of  the  Lodging  House  Act,  was  four,  three  of  whom 
were  convicted. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

This  Act,  which  was  passed  in  1863,  for  the  purpose  of 
limiting  the  hours  of  labour  of  young  persons  employed  in 
Bakehouses,  and  for  making  regulations  with  respect  to 
cleanliness  and  ventilation  in  Bakehouses,  was,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  put  into  operation  in 
June,  1874.  A  careful  inspection  of  the  Bakehouses  in  the 
Borough  was  made,  and  a  report  made  thereon,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  summary. 

1st. — That  the  number  of  persons  employed  under  18  years  of 
age  was  26. 

2nd. — That  in  41  out  of  the  114  Bakehouses,  the  ventilation 
was  bad  ;  in  5  instances  it  was  described  as  bad,  and  in  three  as 
very  bad. 

3rd. — The  condition  of  the  Bakehouses,  as  to  cleanliness,  was, 
that  117  were  returned  as  clean,  18  dirty,  and  9  very  dirty. 

Lastly,  that  25  of  the  Bakehouses  were  also  used  as  sleeping 
rooms — in  direct  contravention  of  the  Act. 

As  the  great  majority  of  those  carrying  on  the  business  of 
Bakers  were  unaware  of  there  being  any  Act  of  Parliament 
regulating  the  same,  copies  of  the  regulations,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Act,  were  printed,  and  issued  to  the  occupiers  of  each 
Bakehouse,  and  further,  stating  that  on  and  after  the  first  of 
July  such  regulations  must  be  strictly  adhered  to  ;  and  that  any 
infringement  of  the  same  would  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
take  any  proceedings  under  the  Act, 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  12  Public  SlaughterHouses  in  the  Borough, which  are 
principally,  if  not  altogether,  used  by  the  Butchers  having  shops 
in  the  Market  or  its  immediate  vicinity.  These  Slaughter  houses 
are  regularly  inspected  every  week, and  are  kept  in  very  good  order. 
In  other  parts  of  the  town,  the  Butchers  slaughter  the  cattle  in 
their  shops,  and  it  must  he  admitted  that  the  condition  in  which 
the  majority  of  such  shops  are  kept  is  highly  creditable  to  the 
occupiers ;  at  the  same  time,  there  are  many  without  the 
necessary  accommodation  which  should  be  provided  to  make 
them  fit  for  slaughter  houses  •  and  cases  do  occur  from  time  to 
time  in  which  public  decency  is  outraged  by  the  open  manner 
in  which  the  slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried  out.  The 
erection  of  a  public  Abattoir  or  Slaughter  House  would  tend 
greatly  to  lessen  the  evils  connected  with  the  existing  system, 
but  whatever  action  the  Health  Committee — which  has  had 
the  subject  brought  under  its  consideration — may  take  in  this 
matter,  will  no  doubt  depend  very  much  upon  the  manner  in 
which  the  present  mode  of  slaughtering  is  carried  out. 


BLOWING  AND  STUFFING  OF  MEAT. 

On  the  2nd  of  July,  the  Medical  Officer  called  the  attention 
of  the  Health  Committee  to  the  highly  objectionable  practice  of 
Blowing  and  Stuffing  of  Veal  and  other  Meats,  carried  out  to 
some  considerable  extent  in  this  Borough,  and  recommended  the 
Committee  to  ask  the  sanction  of  the  Council  for  an  application 
being  made  to  the  Home  Secretary,  to  approve  of  certain  bye-laws 
being  made  to  put  a  stop  to  such  practices.  The  Council 
unanimously  agreed  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
and  the  necessary  bye-laws  are  now  in  force,  under  which  any 
person  found  guilty  of  this  offence  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  shillings  ;  or  if  previously  convicted,  of  forty  shillings. 
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ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Adulteration  of  Food  Act  was  put  into  operation  in 
September  last,  since  which  time  between  thirty  and  forty 
samples  of  Milk,  two  of  Bread,  and  twenty  of  Bum,  Whiskey, 
Brandy,  &c ,  have  been  submitted  to  the  public  Analyst  for 
analysis. 

Nineteen  samples  of  Milk  were  found  adulterated  with  water, 
varying  in  quantity  from  4  to  40  per  cent.,  and  a  number  of 
Milk  sellers  were  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  and  fined. 

With  reference  to  the  various  Spirits,  those  examined  were 
found  free  from  adulteration,  hut  varying  in  strength  from  1 6  to 
25  per  cent,  under  proof,  showing  that  water  had  been  pretty 
freely  added. 

There  being  no  legal  standard  of  strength  at  which  these  liquors 
must  be  sold,  the  retailer  may  reduce  the  strength  of  his 
Whiskey,  &c.,  by  adding  as  much  water  as  he  may  deem  most 
desirable  for  the  good  of  his  customers,  or  most  conducive  to  his 
own  pecuniary  interest.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  New 
Adulteration  of  Food  and  Drugs’  Bill,  now  before  Parliament, 
does  not  lay  down  some  standard  of  strength  under  which 
British,  Colonial,  and  Foreign  Spirits  shall  not  be  sold. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  putting  of  the 
Adulteration  of  Food  Acts  into  operation  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  public,  more  particularly  in  regard  to  the  quality 
of  the  Milk  supply,  this  being  shown  by  the  fact,  that  during 
the  last  three  months  a  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
the  quality  of  the  Milk  submitted  for  analysis. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Inspection  of  Meat,  Fruit,  &c.,  is  carried  out  systematically 
week  by  week,  and  it  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  table  No.  4, 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  food  of  various  kinds  was  seized 
and  condemned  during  the  year. 
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The  quantity  condemned  as  unfit  for  food,  was  not  nearly  so 
large  in  proportion  to  that  ordered  to  he  destroyed  in  Liverpool, 
London,  and  other  places  ;  this  being  due  to  the  fact,  that  by  far 
the  larger  portion  of  our  Meat  supply  comes  by  way  of 
Hewcastle-on-Tyne,  where  all  the  Beasts,  Sheep,  &c.,  are 
carefully  examined  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  before  being- 
allowed  to  travel.  Animals  are  occasionally  brought  into 
the  town  from  the  surrounding  country,  found  diseased,  and 
ordered  to  be  destroy  ed ;  but  this  much  must  be  said  for  the 
Butchers  of  Sunderland,  that  in  almost  every  case  where  they 
have  a  doubt  as  to  the  healthiness  of  an  animal,  or  as  to  the 
meat  of  an  animal  being  not  fit  for  food,  they  invariably  send  for 
Mr.  Paxton,  the  Inspector  of  Butcher  Meat,  &c.,  who,  with  the 
Medical  Officer,  examines  the  meat,  and  if  found  unwholesome, 
it  is  ordered  to  be  destroyed,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner. 
This  explains  the  reason  why  no  proceedings  are  recorded  as 
having  taken  place  during  the  year  against  any  Butcher  for 
selling,  or  exposing  for  sale,  diseased  meat. 

There  are  few  towns  in  the  kingdom  where  the  Meat  supply 
is  so  unexceptionally  good  as  in  our  own  Borough. 


CORPORATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  Dunning  Street  Hospital  which  was  purchased  by  the 
Corporation  some  four  years  ago,  for  the  reception  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  has  during  the  past  year  been 
put  into  thorough  order,  and  prepared  so  as  to  accommodate  if 
needful,  twenty  patients,  such  patients  not  being  paupers. 

The  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed  Physician  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Hospital,  but  any  qualified  Medical  Practitioner 
sending  in  a  case,  is  allowed  if  he  so  desire,  to  visit  and  treat 
such  case  during  the  time  he  or  she  is  in  the  Hospital,  the  cost  of 
such  attendance  being  defrayed  by  the  patient. 

The  Plans  for  the  Cholera  Hospital  proposed  to  be  erected 
near  the  South  Dock,  having  been  approved  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  an  objection  was  raised  by  the  authorities  at 
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the  Admiralty  and  the  War  Office,  to  the  proposed  site  of  the 
Hospital.  After  considerable  negotiation  the  Medical  Officer 
went  to  London,  and,  accompanied  by  Col.  Gourley  and  Sir  H. 
Havelock,  waited  upon  these  authorities  and  explained  the  plan 
of  the  proposed  Hospital  in  detail ;  the  result  of  which  was,  that 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days  all  objections  to  the  erection  of  the 
Hospital  were  withdrawn.  Nothing  further  however  has  been 
done ;  and  it  now  remains  for  the  newly  constituted  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  to  carry  out  the  work  to  a  satisfactory 
termination ;  that  such  a  Hospital  is  necessary  will  scarcely  be  de¬ 
nied,  it  will  not  do  to  wait  until  we  are  again  threatened  with  a 
visitation  of  Cholera-stricken  Ships,  and  then  commence  building, 
neither  would  the  public  have  much  confidence  in  the  wisdom 
of  the  Sanitary  Authorities,  if  they  allowed  cases  of  Cholera  or 
Choleric  Diarrhoea,  to  he  taken  from  vessels  and  carried  through 
the  town  to  the  Dunning  Street  Hospital. 


DISINFECTING  CHAMBER. 

A  Hot-air  or  Disinfecting  Chamber  for  the  baking  of  infected 
bedding,  linen,  &c.,  is  essentially  necessary  in  all  towns. 

The  want  of  such  a  chamber  had  long  been  felt  in  this 
Borough,  and  had  there  been  one  at  the  time  the  Small-Pox  Epi¬ 
demic  was  so  fatally  prevalent,  it  would  have  been  of  the  greatest 
service  in  arresting  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  a  Disinfecting  Chamber, 
Wash-house,  &c.,  have  been  erected  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Corporation  Hospital,  at  a  cost  of  £275,  and  are  now  ready  for 
use. 

The  Disinfecting  Chamber  is  built  of  fire  brick,  and  is  8  feet 
long,  7  feet  wide,  and  G  feet  in  height  from  the  floor  to  the 
comer  of  the  arch,  and  is  constructed  so  as  to  be  heated  by  two 
hot-air  furnaces,  by  means  of  flues  connected  with  the  same,  and 
which  run  under  the  floor  of  the  chamber — which  is  formed  of 
perforated  metal  gratings ;  the  flues  having  dampers  attached,  so 
that  either  one  or  both  of  the  furnaces  can  be  used,  according  to 
the  amount  of  heat  required. 
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MORTUARIES. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  27th  section  of  the  Sanitary  Act 
of  1866,  the  Sanitary  Authority  may  provide  Mortuaries  or 
proper  places  for  the  reception  of  bodies  dead  of  infectious 
disease,  which  are  retained  in  a  room  in  which  persons  live  or 
sleep,  or  where  a  corpse  in  such  a  state  as  to  endanger  the  health 
of  the  inmates,  is  retained  in  a  house  or  room.  A  Justice,  on 
the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  other  duly 
qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  may  order  the  corpse  to  be 
removed  to  the  Mortuary  at  the  cost  of  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
and  may  order  its  burial  within  a  limited  time. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  may  also  provide  a  proper  place  for 
the  reception  of  corpses  during  the  time  required  fov post  mortem 
examinations  ordered  by  the  Coroner,  or  other  constituted 
authority,  and  they  may  make  regulations  for  the  maintenance 
and  management  of  the  place.  The  Coroner,  or  other 
constituted  authority,  may  order  the  removal  of  a  corpse  to  and 
from  the  place  at  the  cost  of  the  fund  chargeable  with  the  costs 
and  fees  for  post  mortem  examinations  ordered  by  the  Coroner. 

Up  to  last  year,  there  was  no  Mortuary  in  this  town,  and  the 
subject  of  providing  such  places  was  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Commit!  ee  in  January,  by  the  Medical 
Officer.  This  resulted  in  the  Committee — through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Kector  and  Churchwardens  of  Bishopwearmouth — 
obtaining,  at  a  nominal  rent,  the  Chapel  in  the  Gill  Cemetery, 
which  had  not  been  used  for  some  years,  and  which  has  now 
been  thoroughly  renovated  and  adapted  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  required. 

A  Mortuary  is  also  now  being  erected  in  the  Churchyard  of 
the  Parish  Church  of  Monkwearmouth.  There  is  also  a 
Mortuary  or  Dead-house  in  Sunderland  Parish,  so  that  in  a  very 
short  time  the  Districts  of  Sunderland,  Bishopwearmouth,  and 
Monkwearmouth,  which  comprise  the  Borough  of  Sunderland, 
will  each  be  provided  with  a  Mortuary  —the  necessity  for  which 
will  be  readily  acknowledged.

SEWAGE  WORKS  AND  VENTILATION  OF 

SEWERS. 

Upwards  of  £4,800,  lias  been  spent  during  the  year  in  the 
construction  of  Sewage  Works  within  the  Borough. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Sewers  has  been  pushed  on  as  rapidly 
as  possible ;  six  hundred  special  ventilators  having  been 
attached  to  the  Sewers  according  to  the  plan  recommended  some 
time  ago  by  Mr.  Harrison,  C.E  ,  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
viz.  :  open  grates,  about  18  inches  in  diameter,  communicating 
directly  with  the  sewer,  and  placed  at  a  distance  of  from  thirty 
to  forty  yards  apart. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  on  the  South  side  of  the  river  are 
now  ventilated,  the  sewerage  area  so  ventilated  being  1,226 
acres  ;  Monkwearmouth  being  the  only  district  which  remains  to 
be  done  ;  and  it  is  expected  that  the  ventilation  of  the  entire 
sewerage  of  the  Borough  will  be  completed  within  six  months 
from  the  present  time. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  several  means  of  Sewage 
ventilation  : — 

1st. — Twenty-three  ventilating  shafts  connected  with  the  tall 
chimneys  of  Engine  and  other  large  works. 

2nd. — Three  hundred  and  three  ventilators  by  down  spouts. 

3rd. — Upwards  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  special  ventilators, 
comprising  man-holes,  lamp-holes,  and  perforated  grates. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  this  important  Sanitary 
work  has  received  its  full  share  of  attention.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  owners  of  property  should  take  as  much  care  over  the 
laying  and  ventilation  of  private  drains  as  the  Local  Authority 
does  over  the  public  ones.  Over  and  over  again  during  the 
year,  cases  were  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
in  which  the  house  drains  were  most  improperly  and  inefficiently 
laid,  as  a  result  of  which  disease  attacked  the  inmates  of  the 
house* 
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WATER  CLOSETS,  &c. 

The  total  number  of  Water  Closets  in  the  Borough  is  estimated 
at  2,573,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  between  iifty  and  sixty 
public  conveniences.  With  respect  to  the  latter,  it  may  be 
stated,  that  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  only 
some  five  or  six  of  them  which  had  a  water  supply,  and  that 
consequently  the  remainder  were  generally  in  an  offensive 
condition.  During  the  last  few  months,  however,  a  considerable 
improvement  has  been  made  in  their  construction,  and  a  supply 
of  water  attached  to  all  of  them,  principally  on  the  trough 
system,  and  they  are  now  cleanly  and  inoffensive. 

The  condition  of  the  Water-closets  in  the  town,  and 
especially  those  in  Sunderland  Parish — where  they  number  960 — 
has  not  been  altogether  satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  fifty  nine 
were  reported  as  being  out  of  repair  and  defective,  and  forty-four 
as  being  without  water  supply — conditions  eminently  calculated  to 
produce  and  propagate  disease,  water-closets  attached  to  all  houses 
being  more  or  less  dangerous  to  health,  according  to  the  amount 
of  attention  paid  to  them  in  respect  to  their  cleanliness, 
ventilation,  and  water  supply. 

It  would  be  a  great  boon  to  owners  of  tenemented  property, 
who  are  put  to  considerable  expense  year  after  year,  owing  to 
the  carelessness  and  neglect  of  their  tenants,  if  a  Water-closet 
could  be  constructed,  say  on  the  tumbler  system,  so  as  to  be 
applicable  to  dwelling  houses,  in  which  there  would  be  no 
machinery  or  mechanical  contrivance  of  a  nature  calculated  to  be 
easily  put  out  of  order. 

There  is  another  point  in  connection  with  Water-closets, 
which  has  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  should  not  bo  lost  sight  of,  viz.  : — that  in  all  closets 
which  have  been  any  length  of  time  in  use,  a  considerable 
deposit  of  foetid  organic  matter  becomes  adherent  to  the  outside 
of  the  basin  and  metal  pan,  which  is  not  affected  by  the  flushing 
or  disinfection  of  the  closet,  so  that  each  time  tiie  closet  is 
flushed,  the  gas  generated  by  such  deposit,  and  which  is  very 
noxious,  escapes  into  the  room,  and  is  calculated  to  produce 
disease  in  those  exposed  to  its  influence.  Occupiers  of  houses, 
therefore,  should  have  the  closets  and  the  pipes  connected  there¬ 
with  periodically  and  carefully  examined. 
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REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 


This  is  a  subject  which  has  been  brought  prominently  under 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Committee  during  the  past  year,  and  is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  that  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
of  large  towns  have  at  the  present  time  to  solve. 

The  means  adopted  in  this  Borough  for  the  removal  of  Ashes, 
and  other  refuse  are  as  follows 

1st. — In  parts  of  Sunderland  parish,  and  in  some  portions  of 
Monkwearmouth,  an  Ash  Cart  passes  through  the  streets  daily, 
into  which  the  occupiers  of  houses  empty  their  refuse  as  it  passes, 
this  is  done  at  a  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  upwards  of  £400  a 
year. 

2nd. — The  Corporation  undertakes  to  cleanse  Ashpits  by 
yearly  contract  at  the  following  rates  : — 

Houses  of  one  Storey  . 4s.  per  annum. 

Houses  of  two  Stories . 8s.  ,, 

Houses  of  three  or  more  Stories  ..12s.  ,, 

payable  by  the  tenants  in  advance. 

3rd. — Should  the  occupiers  of  houses  decline  making  prepay¬ 
ment  for  the  year,  the  contents  of  their  Ashpits  are  removed  on 
their  prepaying  Is.  6d.  for  each  Cart  load  removed. 

4th. — The  Farmers  in  the  neighbourhood  empty  a  large  num¬ 
ber,  charging  at  the  rate  of  Is.  6d.  to  Is.  9d.,  per  load  for  so  doing. 

During  1874,  out  of  11,000  Ashpits,  1,800  only  were  cleansed 
by  the  Corporation,  so  that  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  under 
such  circumstances  it  is  impossible  for  the  town  to  be  kept  in  a 
cleanly  and  wholesome  condition  ;  and  moreover  the  emptying 
of  the  Ashpits  not  being  done  systematically,  and  paid  for  out  of 
the  rates,  entails  an  immense  amount  of  labour  upon  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  owing  to  the  constant  necessity  there  is  for  inspection, 
the  subsequent  serving  of  notices  averaging  4  or  500  a  month, 
and  in  many  cases  magisterial  proceedings,  and  while  this  is 
going  on  the  nuisance  instead  of  being  abated  becoming  worse 
than  ever.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Medical  Officer 
made  a  long  report  on  this  subject,  giving  a  description  of  the 
methods  adopted  at  Bochdale,  Manchester,  Salford,  Ac.,  and 
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recommended  that  the  Health  Committee  should  take  up  the 
question  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  without 
delay,  and  on  the  3rd  of  June  this  recommendation  was  followed 
up  by  another  to  the  following  effect  : — 

“  That  in  order  to  secure  a  thorough  and  systematic  cleansing 
of  Ashpits,  so  that  the  town  may  he  kept  in  a  cleanly  and 
healthy  condition,  and  free,  as  far  as  possible,  from  accumulations 
of  animal  and  vegetable  refuse,  so  fruitful  in  the  production  and 
spread  of  disease,  the  cleansing  of  the  Ash-pits  should  be 
undertaken  by  the  Corporation,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  rates,  as 
is  done  in  nearly  every  large  town  in  the  United  Kingdom.” 

These  recommendations  lead  to  no  practical  result  until 
November  the  19th,  when  the  following  resolution  was  proposed 
by  Councillor  Storey  and  carried. 

“  That  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Alderman  Wilson,  and 
Councillors  Storey,  Matthew  Bell,  Ferguson,  and  Harrald  be 
appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
question  of  taking  into  the  hands  of  the  Corporation  the  cleansing 
of  the  Ashpits  in  the  town,  and  the  utilization  of  the  refuse,  and 
that  they  have  power  to  visit  other  towns  to  gain  information.” 

This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  meetings  of 
the  special  Committee  have  since  been  held,  and  it  is  expected 
that  ere  long  they  will  be  able  to  recommend  to  the  Town 
Council  the  adoption  of  a  comprehensive  scheme,  whereby  the 
vitally  important  work  of  cleansing  the  town  may  be  more 
efficiently  and  economically  carried  out. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  proceedings 
against  the  owners  of  any  Manufactory,  Candle-liouse,  Melting- 
house,  or  building  used  for  Tripe-boiling,  &c.,  on  account  of  any 
nuisance  connected  with  such  Manufactories  or  Trades.  One  or 
two  cases  occurred  in  which  complaint  was  made  to  the  Medical 
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Officer,  that  effluvia,  injurious  to  health,  was  being  given  off  by 
certain  Manufactories,  when  notices  were  served  to  abate  the 
nuisance  arising  therefrom,  which  notices  were  complied  with. 
Complaints  were  made  by  Col.  Moran t,  C.B.,  of  the  Smoke 
nuisance  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Barracks,  and  reports  made 
thereon  to  the  Health  Committee,  who  recommended  to  the 
Council  that  proceedings  should  be  taken  against  certain  parties. 
This  recommendation,  however,  was  not  approved. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Few  towns  are  so  well  provided  with  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
and  wholesome  water  as  the  Borough  of  Sunderland. 

The  Water-works  are  not  in  the  hands  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  but  belong  to  a  private  Company,  who  supply  water 
to  the  town  at  the  rate  of  25  gallons  per  day  for  each 
inhabitant.  The  water,  which  is  obtained  from  the  limestone 
beds,  is  rather  a  hard  water,  but  quite  free  from  any  Nitrogenous 
element,  as  the  following  Analysis  will  show

Water  so  constituted  has  generally  been  supposed  to 
predispose  to  and  produce  Calcareous  disease  in  those  who  drink 
it,  but  considering  the  large  population  of  the  town,  such  diseases 
are  rare  in  both  public  and  private  Medical  practice,  whilst  the 
good  effects  of  such  water  is  shown  in  that  Rickets  is  a  disease 
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not  often  met  with  here.  The  cost  to  the  Local  Authority  for 
water  used  for  purely  Sanitary  purposes,  such  as  Watering  the 
Streets,  Flushing  Sewers,  Baths  supply,  &c.,  has  for  the  last  few 
years  averaged  £275  per  annum,  representing  16,420,000 
gallons  of  water ;  and  it  occurred  to  the  Medical  Officer,  that 
situated  as  this  town  was,  immediately  on  the  coast,  with  an 
exhaustless  supply  of  Sea-water  at  command,  such  water  might 
he  used  with  great  advantage  for  these  purposes,  so  that  the  pure 
fresh  water  supply  might  he  husbanded  or  diverted  to  a  better 
purpose  by  being  supplied  to  surrounding  villages  and  towns  if 
necessary. 

A  special  report  “  On  the  use  of  Sea-water  for  Sanitary 
purposes,”  was  accordingly  made  by  him  to  the  Health 
Committee,  who  so  far  approved  of  the  recommendation  made 
therein,  as  to  request  the  Borough  Engineer  to  prepare  plans 
and  estimates.  The  only  fear  expressed  being  that  the  carrying 
out  of  the  proposed  scheme  would  prove  too  costly. 


GENERAL  INSPECTION  OF  BOROUGH. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  blocks  for  periodical  inspection 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  a  general  inspection  of  the 
whole  town  is  completed  once  in  about  every  six  or  seven  weeks. 
The  amount  of  work  done,  and  the  number  and  character  of  the 
notices  served,  will  he  seen  on  reference  to  the  following  tables. 
The  number  of  complaints  made  by  private  individuals  was  much 
in  excess  of  former  years,  which  is  so  far  satisfactory  as 
showing  an  increased  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  public  to 
assist  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  keeping  the  town  in  as 
thoroughly  a  healthy  and  good  sanitary  condition  as  possible,  by 
bringing  under  its  notice  anything  which  in  their  opinion  tends 
injuriously  to  affect  the  public  health,  and  which  may  have 
escaped  the  vigilance,  or  the  existence  of  which  was  not  likely  to 
come  to  the  knowledge,  of  the  Inspectors,  in  any  other  way.

In  concluding  this  report,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
desires  to  express  his  warm  approval  of  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  Inspectors  McKay,  Dixon,  and  Paxton,  and  Mr.  C. 
Thompson,  the  Clerk,  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  It  is  owing  in  no  small  degree  to  the  interest 
they  have  taken  in  their  work,  and  the  hearty  readiness  with 
which  they  have  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  that  he  is  enabled  to  present  so  satisfactory  a  report  of 
the  results  of  his  first  year  of  office.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT. 


The  influence  of  Atmospheric  conditions  on  the  public  health 
has  been  recognized  for  some  time  past ;  but  the  practical 
development  of  the  science  of  Meteorology,  in  its  relation  to 
Sanitary  science,  as  showing  how,  and  what  Meteorological 
conditions  favour  the  production  and  development  of  Epidemics, 
or  other  class  of  diseases,  is  a  branch  of  the  science  yet  in  its 
infancy. 

The  following  tables  only  refer  to  observations  made  during 
the  last  nine  months  of  the  year,  and  as  no  such  observations 
were  made  in  former  years,  no  very  useful  or  reliable  inferences 
can  be  drawn  therefrom,  as  no  comparison  can  be  made  or  tabular 
statement  formed,  showing  the  relative  connection  between  the 
Meteorological  condition  and  the  prevalence  and  fatality  of 
disease.  In  future  reports,  however,  such  comparison  will  be 
able  to  be  made,  and  practical  deduction  made  therefrom,  which 
will  doubtless  prove  of  much  public  utility. 

It  may  be  said,  that  we  have  no  control  over  the  pressure  or 
the  temperature  or  moisture  of  the  Atmosphere,  or  the 
horizontal  movements  of  the  Air,  &c.,  still  observations  on  these 
points  have  already  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  public,  as 
shown  by  the  establishment  of  storm  warnings,  and  the 
investigation  of  the  winds  and  currents  of  the  ocean  ;  so  like¬ 
wise  when  it  is  known  what  atmospherical  conditions  are 
favourable  to  the  development  of  certain  classes  of  disease, 
similar  warnings  may  be  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  from 
time  to  time  may  seem  necessary,  so  that  the  public  may  be 
made  aware  of  the  danger  which  threatens  them,  and  may  take 
every  Sanitary  or  other  precaution  to  avert  if  possible  the 
outbreak,  or  at  least  to  mitigate  considerably  the  severity  of  an 
Epidemic.
